It is claimed, in behalf of Watterson, the 
star-eyed jackass of the prairies, that he can 
write powerful editorials on the tariff with 
oneear, while using his other ear to keep 
himself cool.

_fitting reply, and, coming from Watterson, 


it is indeed a fitting reply. He says, among 
other things, that ‘if we could at one and 
the same time abolish the custom houses and 
increase the duties, we should be able to 
support the government on nothing a year 
and lay by a surplus.’’ He also says that 
the system ‘‘which teaches that the lower 
the tariff the greater the revenue” is a half- 
truth worse than a lie—a truly remarkable 
observation, showing the beautiful results 
that attend the attempts of a star-eyed jack- 
ass to educate himself asa political econo- 
mist. 

But this is not all the wisdom which Watter- 
soneyolves, Abolish theinternal revenue tax 
on whisky and tobacco, says this able politi- 
cal economist, ‘‘and throw the entire weight 
of government expense upon the custom- 
house; and, no matter what principle be ap- 
plied to the revision of the tariff, the duties 
must continue to be high, for, as we have 
said, every reduction of duties has diminish- 
ed, every increase has enhanced the reyenue 
since the war.”

The higher the duties, the more rey- 
enue the government obtains, while to lower 
the revenue is to cutoff the revenue from 
that sourceentirely. A prohibitory tariff is, 
therefore, the tariff from which the govern- 
ment getsthe most revenue. It is hardly 
necessary to insult the common sense of our 
readers by commenting on such wild talk as 
this, and we quote it to show that, though 
one of Watterson’s flowing ears has been 
temporarily disabled, he is still the same old 
Watterson—the same genial and amusing 
crank who has capered for so many years in 
front of the public. 

Watteérson’s next feat is to quote some re- 
marks from that distinguished free-trader, 
the Hon. Dayid A. Wells. Mr. Wells's re- 
marks are largely made up of “ifs” and 
“buts,’’ but it does not sustain Watterson’s 
position. On the contrary, Mr. Wells shows

Cataracts in the 
Nile are not of the Niagara order, for the one 
above Shendy does not interfere with navi- 
gation unless the water is very low. Steam- 
ers consame, however, three or four days in 
the trip between Shendy and Khartoum. If 
Lord Wolseley keeps his word to be in Khar- 
toum on the 24th of this month, he must 
now be on the river above Shendy. 

To get to Khartoum does not, however, 
dispose of the problem. Khartoum is a 
commercial town containing about 50,000 
people. How shall the army, together with 
all the non-combatants, retire? Who is to 
hold Khartoum and contro! the trade of the 
Soudan’ Who shall dominate the Upper 
Nile, and stand between the sources of trade 
in the interior of Africa and the outlets on 
the Red Sea? These are important matters, 
and the arrival of Wolseley’s army of 7,000 
men at Khartoum will not solve any one olf 
these interesting phases of the problem. He 
cannot turn Kbartoum over tothe mudir of 
Dongola with any assurance that he will or 
can hold his-own against the mahdi. He 
cannot pursue the mahdi across deserts. He 
can, of course, disperse the rebels who have 
bung about Khartoum, but itis not easy to 
see what else he can do, unlessit be to pick 
up General Gordon and compel him to 
evacuate the country. And the southward 
march ofa large body of combatants wouid 
.not be an easy task. 

It is altogether probable that 
will not be evacuated atall. The nature o! 
Lord Wolseley’s instructions this 
are not known. but it is generally thought 
that he is free to exercise considerable dis- 
cretion after fuil with the old 
hero who has been sleeping in the daytime 
and visiting the outposts all through the 
waiches ofthe night.

GENERAL GRANT’STONGUE, ~ 


A Disease That_Recalls Senator Ben Hill’s 
Case, 
From the New York Sun. 

In the latter part of laztsummer, General Grant, 
who was then stopping at Long Branch, suffered 
from a swelling of the tongue, and he paid little 
attention to it at first. Be consulted physicians 
who were also summering at Long Branch, and 
when his regular physician, Dr. Fordyce Barker, 
returned from Europe, he was called in. This 
was in September, and the swelling had then in- 
creesed so that the general could hardly speak, 
and swallowed with difficulty. Dr. Barker thought 
the trouble very serious and advised General 
Grant to consult Dr. J. H. Douglass for local treat- 
ment. 

General Grant had at that time a very bad tooth, 
and by edvice ot both physicians he had his tooth 
extracted early in November. The operation was 
intensely painful, but he bore it with his usual 
firmness. The physicians thoughtalso that his 
incessant smoking aggravated the disorder, and 
ordered him to smoke only the first half of a cigar 
three times daily. Of his own accord he cat 
down his habit of smoking from twelve to fifteen 
cigars daily to half of onecigara day. He contin- 
ued this for a week, and then ceased smoking al- 
together until Christmas, 

On Christmas morning he litacigar, but had 
taken only two puffs when he recollected that he 
bad gone two months without smoking and threw 
ee away, determined to stop the habit alto- 
rether. 

, Dr. Baker said last night: 

“General Grant is the most extraordinary man | 
ever saw. He combines (and this is very strange) 
great sensibility and great power of endurance in 
his nervous sysiem Itisa most remarkable thing 
thata man should suddenly cease smoking who 
bas been accustomed to smoke so many and so 
very strong cigars without injury to his neryous 
system, Yet this is the. case with him, He 
has not lost his appetite, and hag 
slept as soundly as ever since his 
determination nottosmoke, When I first learned 
of his trouble I was greatly alarmed, but since his 
troubiesome tooth was extracted and he gave up 
smoking he has improved greatly. We told him 
to smoke only the first half of a cigar, because all 
ihe nicotine a smoker receives from a cigar is from 
the jast half. He can eat, and speak distinctly 
bow, and feels quite well generally.
